MAY BE BARRED FROM MAILS 


Postoffice _ Department Considers 
Plan to Prevent Anti-War 
Propaganda. 

WASHINGTON, *‘Sept. 10.—Exclu- 
sion from the mails of certain  in- 
fiuential German language news- 
papers printed in- various sections of 
the United States is under considera- 
tion by the Postoffice Department as 
a part of the Government's determi- 
nation to prevent circulation of anti- 
war propaganda. 

In three or four instances, it is 
understood, officials have virtually 
decided that the utterances of the 
newspapers in question fully warrant 
their exclusion from the mails. 

Contents of the newspapers under 
investigation, it is said, apparently 
were written with a view to coming 
within the law and at the same time 
creating anti-ally sentiment and gen- 
erally discouraging the Government 
plans for carrying on the war.

INSTRUCTOR FIRST 
10 MAKE FLIGHT 
AT SCOTT FIELD 


Up for 11 Minutes After Being 
Delayed by Muddy Field at 
Camp Near Belleville. 


STUDENTS AS SPECTATORS 


Some of More Proficient Ones 
Are to Be Taken Aloft Soon; 
More Men to Arrive. 


The first flight at the new $750,000 
Government aviation school at Scott 
Fiela, near Belleville, was mado at 
11:27 o’clock this morning. William 
H. Couch, a civilian instructor, from 
Stuart, Io., made three circuits of 
the fleld at a height of 500 feet in a 


* 20-horsepower Standard ezirplane. He 


developed a speed of between 60 and 
65 miles. 

There was considerable difficulty 
at the start, owing to the mucdy 
condition of the field. Couch, ac- 
companied by Maj. C. K. Rhineharat. 
a military instructor, left the hanga. 
at the north end of the field at 11 
o’clock. He ran along through tne 
mud to the south end, a distance 
of about a quarter of a mile. 

Wheels Pulled From Mud. 

At this point, Maj. Rhinehardt, 
who occupied the front seat, got out 
and the lightened airplane rose from 
the mud in which the wheels were 
imbedded. 

About 80 students and instructors, 
including Lieut. Paul Prevost of the 
French army, who has been assigned 


to assist at Scott Field, witnessed the‘ 


flight. 

It is expected that Couch and some 
of the other instructors will take 
some of the more proficient students 
up for a brief flight late in the after- 
noon. 

Couch was in the air 11 minutes. 
He made a graceful landing, vol- 
planing to the earth at almost the 
spot from which he started, in the 
southwest corner of the field. A 
north wind of 30 miles was blowing. 

The machine, which was brought 
from Plainfield, N. J., is equipped 
with a“‘stick” instead of: wheel con- 
trol. Because of his familiarity with 
the lever system Couch was selected 
to make the first flight. The new 
airplafes are equipped with wheel 
controls like automobiles. 

Insignia of U. S. on Wings. 

On each wing of the airplane was 

painted the aviation insignia of the 


United States; a white star on a blue 


field with a red circle in the center 
of the star. On the tail was painted 
red, white and blue stripes in the or- 
der of the tricolor of France. 

Scott Field is to have accommoda- 
tions for approximately 350 student 
aviators, who are to begin arriving 
in large numbers late this week. For 
their instruction there will be 72 air- 
Planes, each valued at $8000, a total 
of $576,000. Maj. Reinburg of the 
regular army is in charge of the field 
and the coupses of instruction.

PORTLAND, Me., Sept. 10.—The 
voters of Maine went to the polls 
at a special election today to cast 
their ballots on the question of rati- 
fying the constitutional amendment 
for woman suffrage submitted to the 
people by the last Legislature. The 
Maine Equal Suffrage League and 
the Suffrage Referendum League of 
Maine have conducted an active 
campaign for the amendment. 

The opposing forces have been led 
by the Maine Association Opposed to 
Suffrage for Women. Leaders of 
both sides said they felt confident of 
victory.

situation at Jefferson City.in — last 
Friday’s Po™-Dispatch. 

Henderson said Scott wanted. his 
company to make out separate in- 
voices for coal which had been 
bought and paid for by the State and 


‘to make the records show that pact 


of the coal had been billed to Scott 
personally and not as a State offi- 
cial. 

Henderson said he refused to 
change his records and Scott went 
away. 

State Never Paid. 

The Post-Dispatch published the 
fact that Scott had been selling coal 
from State cars to various State of- 
ficers and politicians and that the 
State never had received any money 
for the coal. Former State Auditor 
John P. Gordon and his son, Morris 
Gordon, State’s Supervisor of Build- 
ing and Loan, got one entire car of 
coal which was billed to and paid for 
by the State on a certificate signed 
by Scott. This car arrived In Jeffer- 
son City four weeks after the State 
heating plant had been closed _per- 
manently. 

It was also shown that State Beer 
Inspector Speed Mosby, State Supér- 
intendent of Insurance Walter Chorn, 
Lawrence Huegel, Bertillon officer 
of the prison, and other State em- 
ployes and private individuals had 
received coal from State cars for 
which the State received no money. 

Mosby and Chorn said they paid 
Scott for the coal. It also was shown 
that although the State had a con- 
tract with Henderson's company, pro- 
tected by a $5000 bond to supply the 
State with coal at $2.90 a ton, Scott 
bought $8000 worth of coal from 
John Riner, a lotal coal dealer and 
personal and political friend of Scott, 
at $4.50 and $5 a ton. 

Able to Supply Needs. 


“There was no excuse for the State. 


to have bought coal at such a price,” 
said Henderson, “when we had con- 
tracted to furnish it at $2.90. No 
complaint was ever made that we 
were not living up,to our contract, 
and we never were called upon to 
make good on our bond. Frequently 
we shipped as much as 4 carloads at 
once on Scott’s orders. We were 
awarded the contract in open com- 
petition with Riner and other coal 
men because our bid was the lowest 
and best.” 

Henderson said Scott was in his 
office seeking to have him change his 
coal records last Saturday. Effort to 
locate Scott in Jefferson City on Sat- 
urday resulted in information from 
his home that “he had gone to the 
country and could not be reached 
by telephone or telegraph.”

Official London Believes Germany Will Make 


Status Quo Suggestion Before Winter in 


Preparation for Further Concessions. 


By Associated Press. 

LONDON, Aug. 27 (By mail).— 
Throughout official London the be- 
lief is held that a very definite peace 
offer will come from Germany boe- 
fore winter and that the offer will 
suggest immediate cessation of hos- 
tilities as a status quo basis. 

Entente statesmen have fully in- 
dicated that they will refuse such 
terms, and no doubt Germany 1s 
aware of this. But German leaders 
regard a status quo offer from the 
German side as an indispensable step 
in the preparation of German pubic 
opinion for further concessions. 

A high official authority gave the 
Associated Press today the following 
statement of the situation in Ger- 
many as regards peace: 

‘There is no doubt that the Ger- 
man Government is anxious to get 
out of the war at the earliest possi- 
ble moment, on any terms which will 
insure them against revolution a 
home and national collapse. 

“Great numbers of people in Ger- 
many today would welcome-a peace 
on a status quo basis, this meaning 
practically a draw, in which no bel- 
ligerent would occupy any territory 
beyond that which it possessed in 
July, 1914, and in which, moreover, 
each side would bear its own burden 
in Fespect of the material losses .~ - 
curred during the course of the wr". 
But it is infpossible to say how far 
this view has spread among the Ger- 
man proletariat, because , naturally 
where it exists it has had, small op- 
portunity of public expression. 

Test Offers Probable. 

“It is obvious if the German peo- 
ple ultimately come to accept a et 
loss. of territory as inevitable, thoy 
must pass to that frame of mind 
through the intermediate stage ofa 
willingness to accept a status a 10 
peace. WW the war continues to go 
against Germany, test offers to con- 
clude such a peace will certainly be 
made as soon as the pressure reaches 
a certain point. 

“Since Germany's so-called peace 
offer a year ago, the continued prea- 
sure of the entente and the entry 
of the United States has completely 
changed the situation. The question 
is now in fact not what are the war 
aims which German will impose be- 
fore she grants peace, but what 
terms she herself will be willing to 
eccept. That is a very simple state- 
ment of the greatest fact in the war 
situation today. 

“The entry of the United States 
and many of the South American 
republics has put economic matters 
into the foreground. The German 
Government must obviously view 
with extreme apprehension the sit- 
uation at home in the months imme- 
diately succeeding the declaration 
of peace. The physical exhaustion 
of the people and of the country, 
combined with the want of foo., 
which cannpt be immediately rem-

ate a most serious situation. If, 
when the troops come back from the 
front, it.is not possible immediately 
to start again the industrial life of 
the country and provide food and 
work, there will almost inevitably be 
a very dangerous revolutionary move- 
ment. 

Socialists Would Start Trouble. 

“This would be started by the 
minority Socialists and if Germany 
comes out of the war without a defi- 
nite increase of strength and pres- 
tige, in some form or another, the 
influence of the Government in the 
middle classes will be so much 
weakened that it will be impossible 
any longer to depend on their active 
support against a revolutionary 
movement. The Prussian military 
and Agrarian party remains as firni 
and uncompromising in domestic as 
in foreign affairs as ever, and many 
of them’ would deprive them of the 
political power which they regard as 
their right. 

“For this reason that which the 
German Government will most seck 
for in any peace arrangement is se- 
curity that as soon as the war is over 
there shall be a free flow of food 
and raw material into the country 
and at the same time free markets 
If this could 
be secured, the energy of the people 
could be at once directed to the 
restoration of commerce and indus- 
try and their interests so concen- 
trated that they would be gh 
away from dangerous political con- 
siderations.”

MICHAELIS SAYS

Chancellor Asserts Question of 
Alsace-Lorraine Is Being 
Eagerly Discussed. 


LONDON, Sept. 10.—Germany 
shortly will be able to publish hr 


peace terms, according to Dr. Georg 
Michaelis, the German Chancellor. 
Dr. Michaelis, in an interview, said 
he had so informed the Reichstag 
Main Committee, an Exchange Tele- 
graph dispatch from Copenhagen 
states. 

The Main Committee, said Pr. 
Michaelis in the interview, had “tried 
to make final arrangements regard- 
ing peace conditions and tne question 
of Alsace-Lorraine, but no deciajon 
has yet been taken. The question, 
however, was eagerly discussed, and 
Germany soon will be able to publish 
her peace terms.” 

The committee of seven members 
of the Reichstag and seven members 
of the Bundesraih appointed to druw 
up an answer to Pope Benedict's 
peace note will meet this afternoon 
and the reply probably will be draft- 
ed then, says a Berlin dispatch. 


Purported Outline of Germany’s 
Peace Terms Circulated in Capital. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—What 
purported to be an outline of Ger- 
many’s peace terms has been circu- 
lated among diplomats here within 
the last two weeks, but has been re- 
garded by the entente embassies and 
most of the neutrals as a “feeler.”’ 
The origin of the so-called terms was 
not disclosed but they are said to 
have been written by Foreign Secre- 
tary von Kuehlmann before his visit 
to Vienna which has been pointed to 
as strengthening the probability that 
they bear evidences of authenticity. 

Briefly the so-called terms were 

as follows: 

Restoration of Belgium and North- 
ern France, to be paid for out of the 
sale of Germany’s colonies to Great 
Britain. 

Alsace and Lorraine to be inde- 
pendent states.

AMSTERDAM, Sept. 10.—The 
Rheinische Westfalische Zeitung of 
Berlin announces the formation of a 
new “patriotic party,” the lealers 
of which are Duke Johann Albrev it 
of Mecklenberg-Schwerin, Admiral!

COPENHAGEN, Sept. 10.—The 

week-end brought a number of ref- 
erences to, or official declarations 
concerning Belgium, Alsace-Lorraine 
and Poland, in the German press, 
which may foreshadow progress or 
lack of progress in Germany toward 
solution of these questions for inser- 
tion in the reply of Germany to Pope 
Benedict's peace proposal. 
*» Regarding Belgium, statements by 
Berlin correspondents of the Amster- 
dam Catholic organ Tijd and the 
Vienna Catholic organ Reichspost, 
on the proposal to give Belgium 
“complete autonomy” subject to lim- 
itations or to upset the Ger- 
man-made division of the country 
into Walloon and. Flemish halves, 
have attracted the attention of the 
German press. 

The Lokal Anzeiger assumes this 
represénts the Centrists’ solution of 
the situation, but it says the Tijd’s 
further assertion that the proposal 
has been accepted in principle by 
the “double seven’’ commission in 
Germany is premature. A statement 
in the South German Catholic organ, 
the Augsburg Post, declaring the 
time had come for a frank declara- 
tion that the German people have no 
thought of oppressing Belgium eco- 
nomically, politically or militarily, 
also is attracting attention.

York. She died July 27 last. 
codicil is dated June 19. 

William R. Kenan Jr., the brother 
of Mrs. Bingham, one of the trus- 
tees named by Flagler for his estate 
and one of the executors under the 
will of Mrs. Bingham, is the leader 
in the plan for contesting this codicil. 
The relative who has figured most in 

ublic, however, as a contestant is 
Mrs. Louise Wise Lewis, wife of 
Lawrence Lewis of Cincinnati, who 
was Mrs. Bingham’s favorite niece 
and who received from her an in- 
come of $200,000 a year, real estate 
holdings worth millions and $5,009,- 
000 when she is 40 years old. The 
other brothers and sisters are said 
to be equally keen to contest 
Belatives Are Bitter. 

The bitterness that has been shown 
by the relatives of Mrs. Bingham has 
surprised Louisville and has led to 
many conjectures as to the cause of 
the contest. Mrs Bingham left an 
estate of $60,000,000 to $80,000,000, 
perhaps movore. Judge Bingham's 
$5,000,000 is small compared with 
the value of the rest of the estate, 
all”-of which goes to her relatives.

Attorney W. W. Davies, Judge 
Bingham’s life-long friend, who 
wrote the codicil, was called to the 
stand to testify for it. Attorney Helm 
Bruce, representing Mrs. Bingham’s 
family, cross-examined Davies and 
pried the lid off to some extent. 

Davies identified the codicil and 
testified that it was signed by Mrs. 
Bingham on June 19 last at 1 o’clock 
in the afternoon in the office of Dr. 
M. L. Ravitch in the Atherton Build- 
ing here. He, Dr. Kavitch and Mrs. 
Bingham only were present. He said 
that Mrs. Bingham had telephoned 
him to meet her at Dr. Ravitch’s of- 
fice. He did not know she wanted 
to draft the codicil, but he said she 
had talked with him about it before 
and had said that she wanted to 
leave Judge Bingham $5,000,000. 
Therefore he had the codicil pretty 
well in mind and wrote it on a sheet 
of Dr. Ravitch’s paper.

AMERICAN RED CROSS EXPENDS 
$12,000,000 IN SIX MONTHS 


Been 


More Than $10,000,000 Has 
Used for War Relief Work 
in France. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—Ap- 
proximately $12,000,000 for war re- 
lief work in Europe will have been 
expended by the American Red 
Cross in the first six months since 
the United States has been at war 
with Germany, according to a re- 
port addressed “To the American 
People” today by Henry P. Davison, 
chairman of the Red Cross war coun- 
cil. 

More than $10,000,000 of this 
sum, appropriated up to and includ- 
ing Aug. 31, by the war council 
since its appointment May 10 last, 
is for use in France. Other coun- 
tries to receive relief are Russia, Ru- 
mania, Italy, Servia, England and 
Armenia, the grand total amounting 
to $12,339,681, the greater part cf 
which will be used by Nov. 1, al- 
though some of the appropriations 
cover a year. 

- The first and supreme object of 
the task is to care for our own arty 
and navy. Toward this end the Red 
Cross is establishing field canteens, 
which it will provide for every corps 
of the French army, as well-as for 
the American army. There are now 
large reception camps near the coast, 


where United States soldiers are re-, 


ceived. 

Six base hospitals were sent to 
European fronts in advance of the 
American soldiers and more than a 
dozén are now actively in service

Hamburg Paper Says Austria 
‘Would Be False to Trust by 
Urging That It Be Waived. 


COPENHAGEN, Sept. 10.—The 
Nachrichten of Hamburg, in discuss- 
ing the question of peace says that 
both Austrian and German pan-Ger- 
mans declare that Austria would be 
false to herself and to Germany if 
she advocated a speedy peace, based 
on a renunciation of annexations and 
indemnities by Germany. 

The Nachrichten’s correspondent 
assails the Vienna Neue Freie Presse, 
the Zeit and the Sunday and Monday 
Gazette, ail of which have printed 
articles intimating that Germany is 
the great obstacle to the conclusion 
of peace, and calling upon Chancellor 
Michaelis to put forth a plain uncon- 
ditional statement, accepting the 
basis of no annexations or indem- 
nities and take real steps to introduce 
a democratic government in Ger- 
many. 

Prof. Lamasch, noted jurist, in the 
Neue #reie Presse, declares that the 
German Chancellor by his conduct 
‘‘as I interpret: it, withered the 
Reichstag’s peace resolution before 
it could come to fruit.” 

The Sunday and Monday Gazette 
says it is idle to deny that the peace 
questiqns is indissolubly bound with 
the democratization of Germany.

at her mercy.. Aside from the Rus- 
siap fleet there is not an allied war- 
ship in the Baltic and the coasts of 
Sweden could be quickly ravaged.

“The statement I made yesterday 
to a representative of the press has 
not been quite correctly reproduced 
in the papers. The main point as

HAD PAID HIS_ DEBTS 


Bequest Was Written in Her 
Physician’s Office on Sheet 
‘ of His Letter Head. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Sept. 8.— 
A page of manuscript, written ona 
physician’s lettérhead as a codicil 
to a will and disposing of $5,000,- 
000, is the center around which is 
gathering what promises to be a 
notable legal contest. 

The name signed to the codicil is 
“Mary Lily Bingham.” She was the 
second Mrs. Henry M. Flagler. Her 
marriage to Flagler, the Standard 
Oll and railroad magnate. following 
Flagler’s divorce from his Insane 
wife after the Florida Legislature 
had passed a law making insanity a 
ground ror divorce, was a scnsation | 
some 15 years ago. 

The codicil is one which bequeaths 
$5,000,000 to Judge Robert Worth 
Bingham of Louisville, who marricd 
Mrs. Flagler Nov. 15 last in 
York. She died July 27 last. 
codicil is dated June 19. 

William R. Kenan Jr., the brother 
of Mrs. Bingham, one of the trus- 
tees named by Flagler for his estate 
and one of the executors under the 
will of Mrs. Bingham, is the leader 
in the plan for contesting this codicil. 
The relative who has figured most in 
ublic, however, as a contestant is 
Mrs. Louise Wise Lewis, wife of 
Lawrence Lewis of Cincinnati, who 
was Mrs. Bingham’s favorite niece 
and who received from her an in- 
come of $200,000 a year, real estate 
holdings worth millions and $5,009,- 
000 when she is 40° years old. The 
other brothers and sisters are said 
to be equally keen to contest 

Belatives Are Sitter. 

The bitterness that has been shown 
by the relatives of Mrs. Bingham has 
surprised Louisville and has led to 
many conjectures as to the cause of 
the contest. Mrs Bingham left an 
estate of $60,000,000 to $80,000,000, 
perhaps mvore. Judge Bingham's 
$5,000,000 is amall compared with 
the value of the rest of the estate, 
all” of which goes to her relatives. 
It ‘s especiaily small wnen it is con- 
sidered that had he not signed an 
ante-nuptial waiver he might have 
claimed half the estate. 

Attorney W. W. Davies, Judge 
Bingham’s life-long friend, who 
wrote the codicil, was called to the 
stand to testify for it. Attorney Helm 
Bruce, representing Mrs. Bingham’s 
family, cross-examined Davies and 
pried the lid off to some extent. 

Davies identified the codicil and 
testified that it was signed by Mrs. 
Bingham on June 19 last at 1 o’clock 
in the afternoon in the office of Dr. 
M. L. Ravitch in the Atherton Build- 
ing here. He, Dr. Kavitch and Mrs. 
Bingham only were present. He said 
that Mrs. Bingham had telephoned 
him to meet her at Dr. Ravitch’s of- 
fice. He did not know she wanted 
to draft the codicil, but he said she} 
had talked with him about it before 
and had said that she wanted to 
leave Judge Bingham $5,000,000. 
Therefore he had the codicil pretty 
well in mind and wrote it on a sheet 
of Dr. Ravitch's paper. 


One question Bruce asked was: 
“Do you know whether or not 
any medicine or any drug of any 
kind had been administered to 
her on the day of this codicil, 
hypodermically or otherwise?” 


Davies Denies Drug Rumor. 

Davies answered that -.he did not 
know of any and that her manner 
did not indicate it. 

At another point Davies said that 
Mrs. Bingham said to him that gne 
reason she wanted to make the cod- 
icil_was that she considered Judge 
* Bingham’s act in signing the ante- 
nuptial waiver was very noble. 

At this Bruce asked: 

“Did she at the same time tell 
you that within a few weeks, or 
probably 60 days after the mar-. 
riage, Judge Bingham had got- 
ten from her $50,000 to pay 
himself out of debt with?” 

Davies said she had told him she 
had help Judge Bingham consider- 
ably. 

A third question was: 

“Didn't She say that within 
two or three months after the 
marriage, in the menth of Feb- 
ruary, 1917, he had gotten from 
her securities of the listed value 
of $696,000 which are now pay-

AMERICAN RED CROSS EXPENDS 
$12,000,000 IN SIX MONTHS 


Been 


More Than $10,000,000 Has 
Used for War Relief Work 
in France. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10,—Ap- 
proximately $12,000,000 for war re- 
lief work in Europe will have been 
expended by the American Red 
Cross in the first six months since 
the United States has been at war 
with Germany, according to a re- 
port addressed “To the American 
People” today by Henry P. Davison, 
chairman of the Red Cross war coun- 
cil. 

More than $10,000,000 of this 
sum, appropriated up to-and includ- | 
ing Aug. 31, by the war council 
since its appointment May 10 last, 
is for use in France. Other coun- 
tries to receive relief are Russia, Ru- 
mania, Italy, Servia, England and 
Armenia, the grand total amounting 
to $12,339,681, the greater part cf 
which will be used by Nov. 1, al- 
though some of the appropriations 
a year. 

The first and supreme object of 
the task is to care for our own ariny 
and navy. Toward this end the Red 
Cross is establishing field canteens, 
which it will provide for every corps 
of the French army, as well-as for 
the American army. There are now 
large reception camps near the coast, 
where United States soldiers are re-, 
ceived. 

Six base hospitals were sent to 
European fronts in advance of the 
American soldiers and more than a 
dozen are now actively in service

Officials and diplomats entertain 
the possibility that the legation may 
have transmitted Luxburg’s § dis- 
patches without knowing their exact 
contents, taking the German 
Charge’s word that they were no 
breach of Sweden's p< ndsopeemin to 
Argentina. 

Swedish Disavowal Expected. 

Whatever becomes the accepted 
explanation officials and diplomats 
here are unanimous in their belief 
that Sweden must disavow any par- 
ticipation oF responsibility and take’ 
appropriate steps to show her good 
faith. This muy be difficult because 


of the internal situation in Sweden, 
where the upper circles are admit- 
'tedly pro-German; because of the 
fact that Sweden, militarily a weak 


and | nation, lies at the mercy of Germany 


at her borders, and also because 
to adopt one 
course while Germany may wish her 
to take another. 

It is thoroughly understood that 
in Stockholm the pro-German classes 
are the court, the rrofessors in the 
universities, the bankers, the officers 
of the army and the journalists. The 
most intense Germanophile is the 
Queen, who is a cousin of the Kaiser, 
while the King has little to say, but, 
in spite of contrary opinion, at heart 
favors the English. The Government 
is, in the main, neutral, but the lav- 
ish bestowal of’ rewards in the shape 
of orders and decorations has won 
over certain officials to the German 
side. 


The existence of an active propa- 
ganda in Sweden and Norway dates 
back before the beginning of the 
war, when the fear of Russia was 
used with the Swedes to such an ex- 
tent that the great mass of the peo- 
ple were pro-German. In spite of the 
fact that the propagandists made in- 
creased efforts after the war broke 
out and pointed to the fact that En- 
gland and France were arrayed with 
Sweden’s hereditary enemy, the sen- 
timent changed gradually until, when 
there was no further fear of Russia, 
the mass of the people sided with the 
allies.

. ve Danger of Sweden. 

Now Sweden is bound to maintain 
her neutrality for it is almost uni- 
versally believed that Sweden would 
be another Holstein in case Germany 
wins. The greater number of the 
Swedish people are counted liberals 
and Socialists, with every tradition 
against monarchy, as illustrated by 
Germany. .While their sympathies,

are with the allies, however, they 
feel their helplessness and should 
Germany be antagonized to the point 
of armed hostility, Sweden would be 
at her mercy.. Aside from the Rus- 
siap fleet there is not an allied war- 
ship in the Baltic and the coasts of 
Sweden could be quickly ravaged. 

It is recalled by diplomats here 
that Count von Bernstorff, former 
German Ambassador to the United 
States, recently has been much in 
Stockholm. In that connection they 
recall that much diplomatic activity 
bearing a German flavor has em- 
anated from the Swedish capital, 
which talks easily with Berlin on the 
long distance telephone. The exact 
knowledge which t Swedish Gov- 
ernment has in the affair will be 
watched here, particularly for what 
effect it shows on the people of 
Sweden. What may come of it will 
be determined entirely by develop- 
ments. In the meantime the United 
States, for one, expects Sweden to 
show her good faith. 

The denial of Baron Lowen, the 
Swedish Minister at Buenos Aires, 
that he sent through his legation any 
telegram from the German legation 
‘caused no great surprise here. It 
was said in Swedish quarters here 
that the Baron had been ill for many 
months and probably did not know 
what had been going on at the lega- 
tion. 


Statement by Swedish Charge in the 
United States. 

NEW YORK, Sept. od. meron 
Akerhielm, Charge of the Swedish 
legation in the United States, who ar- 
rived here from Washington, has re- 
quested the Associated Press to make 
public the following statement. 
“The statement I made yesterday 
to a representative of the press has 
not been quite correctly reproduced 
in the papers. The main point as 
far ds Sweden is concerned, has been 
entirely lost. 

“I especially wished to have point. 
ed out that when I saw the Secre- 
tary of-State Saturday I was told 
that telegrams that were forwarded 
by the Swedish Minister-resident at 
Ruenos Aires for the German Charge 
G’ Affairs were in German code. This 
is ‘sufficient proof that the Swedish 
Ministér-resident did not know their 
contents.’’ 


ARGENTINA IN 
DOUBT ABOUT 
TRANSLATION 


BUENOS AIRES, Sept. 10.—Ar- 
gentine officials, according to news- 
paper accounts today, are ‘still un- 


willing to Welieve that the dispatches 
sent to Berlin through the Swedish 
legation here were accurately trans- 
lated. The Foreign Office early to 
day said that it was without official 
advices from Ambassador Naon or 
American Ambassador Stimson. 


Newspapers and officials generally 
believe that the Government will de-

The news is 
a great and disagreeable surprise. I 
have cabled to my Government to 
clear up matters.

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GERARD’S DIARY 


Impressions of Conditions and Men Gathered by 
“Ambassador as His Duties Took Him Over 
the Country---One English Church, That 
Attended by the Kaiser's Mother, Allowed 
to Remain Open in Berlin. 


This is the thirty-third installment of “My Four Years in 
Germany,” in which the American diplomat recounts his ex- 
periences at the Court of Berlin.

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N January, 1916, I visited Munich, and from there a Bavarian officer

pal Church, who carried on a much-needed work in visiting the prison camps 
in Bavaria. 

The American colony in Munich maintained, with the help of-friends in 
America, a Red Cross hospital under the able charge of Doctor Jung, a Wash- 
ington doctor, and his wife. The nursing was done by American and German 
girls. The American colony at Munich also fed a number of school childres 
every day. I regret to say, however, that many of the Americans in Munich 
were loud in their abuse of President Wilson and their native country.

German Coast Regulations Strict. 

I spent two Saturdays and Sun- 
days in August at Heringsdorf, a 
summer resort on the Baltic. Before 
going there I had to get special per- 
mission from the military authorities 
through the Fereign Office, as for- 
eigners are not allowed to reside on 
the coast of Germany. Regulations 
that all windows must be darkened 
at night and no lights shown whiah 
could. be seen from the sea were 
strictly enforced by the authorities. 

There are three bathing places. In 
each of them the bath-houses, etc., 
surrounded. three sides of a square, 
the sea forming the fourth side. 
Bathing is allowed only on this fourth 
side for a space of 65 yards long. 
One of these bathing places is for 
women and one for men, and. the 
third is the so-called Familienbad 
(family bath), where mixed bathing 
is allowed. German women are very 
sensible“in the matter of their bath- 
ing costumes, and do not wear the 
extraordinary creations seen in 
America. They wear bathing sandals, 
but no stockings, and as most of them 
have fine figures, but dress badly, 
they appear at their best at Herings- 
dorf. Both sea and atr seemed some- 
what cold for bathing. On account of 
their sensible dress, most of the Ger- 
man women are expert swimmers. 

I noticed one very handsome blonde 
girl, who sat on her bathing mantle, 
exciting the admiration of the beach 
because of her fine figure. She sud- 
denly dived into the pockets of the 
bathing mantle and produced an en- 
ormous black bread sandwich, which 
sh@ proceeded to consume quite un- 
consciously, after which she swam 
out to sea. No healthy German can 
remain long separated from food, and 
I noticed in the prospectus of the 
different boarding houses at Herings- 
dorf that patrons were offered, in a.- 
dition to about four meals or more a 
day, an extra sandwich to take to the 
beach to be consumed during the 
bathing hour.

One English Church Open in Berlin. 

There is a beautiful little English 
church in Berlin which was especial- 
ly favored by the Kaiser’s mother 
during her life.

In judging the German people, we 
must remember that, while they 
have made great progress in the last 
40 years in commerce and chemistry, 
the very little liberty they possess is 
a plant of very recent growth.

And these royalties are 
too prone to feel that the kingdoms, 
dukedoms and principalities of Ger- 
many and their inhabitants are their 
private property. 
Nassau and Anspach and Hesse, at 
the time of the revolution, sold their 
unfortunate subjects to the British 
Government to be exported to fight 
the Americans. Our American soll 
covers the bones of,many a poor Ger- 
man peasant who gave up his life in 
a war from which he gained nothing 
and of which he knew less than noth- 
ing.

When Frederick the Great, the 
model and exemplar of all German 
royalties, died in 1786, he disposed 
of the Kingdom of Prussia in his will 
as if it had been one of his horses.

3 GUARDS HURT IN NEW 
RIOT AT JOLIET PRISON 


Stabbed in Fight Growing Out of 
Shooting Yesterday of Con- 
vict Ringleader. 


JOLIET, Ill., Sept. 10.—A riot oc- 
curred in the State prison here to- 
day, during which three guards were 
stabbed. One convict was shot in a 
outbreak yesterday. 

The injured are: H. Wiemand, 
convict, shot above right lung by 
Guard T: P. Clarkson; Michael J. 
Marks, guard, stabbed in throat; J.. 
R. Shortwell, guard, stabbed in ab- 
domen; Charles Walters, guard, 
stabbed in abdomen. 

The rioters numbered about 50. of 
whom 15 were ringleaders in the 
riots of two months ago. The 15. led 
by Wiemand, had been in solitary 
confinement up to two weeks ago 
when Warden Murphy restored them 
to their formus status. They were 
still unruly. Warden Murphy had 
greatly restricted visiting privileges 
and armed the guards, who hitherto 
had been unarmed. 

Among the privileges previously 
enjoyed by the convicts was an al- 
most unlimited correspondence with 
sentimental women,*many of whose 
letters were made public during an 
investigation last summer. 

The first trouble occurred yester- 
day. At breakfast call about twenty 
of the convicts broke from the line 
and Wiemand, seizing a spade, is said 
to have threatened Clarkson. The 
latter, after ordering Wiemand to 
drop the weapon, shot him. The con- 


victs were placed in solitary confine- 
ment. 

This morning at the same hour 
the trouble broke out afresh. The 
men again broke from the line. The 
emergency whistle sounded and in 
the melee which followed between 
the guards and about fifty convicts, 
three of the guards were stabbed. 

The guards clubbed .their rifles 
and, after 15 more had been added 
to the list in solitary confinement, or- 
der apparently was restored. 


EAST ST. LOUIS PACKING 
- HOUSES GRANT RAISE 


Will Pay 5800 Men 25 Cents More 
Per Day—Office Workers’ 
Not Affected. 

The East St. Louis packing houses 
have granted their employes an in- 
crease of 25 cents a day, according 
to an announcement made today by 
Robert B. Conway, general manager 
of Armour & Co. The increase went 
into effect on last week’s work and 
will be received when the men are 
paid Thursday for last week’s work. 

The number of employes affected 
is 5800. Armour & Co. employes 
2000, Swift & Co. 2000 and Morris & 
Co. 1800. The increase amounts to 
$1400 a day. The office men are not 
included. 

Conway 4eclared that the increase 
had been under consideration for 
several weeks and was not the result 
of agitation for the unionization of 
the plants. This agitation is still be- 
ing carried on. 

About 250 packing house employes 
attended a meeting yesterday at Lin- 
dell Park. One of the speakers was 
Emmet Flood, general organizer of 
the American Federation of Labor. 
He said that unless the packing 
house men stuck to the organization 
this time the Federation would never 
again help them to organize. 


THE REV, JAMES M. DARNELL 
COMPLETES PRISON TERM 


~ 

LEAVENWORTH, Kan., Sept. 10. 
—The Rev. James Morrison Darnell, 
sentenced to three years in the Fed- 
eral penitentiary here for transport- 
ing Ryth Soper of Owatonna, Minn., 
from Chicago to Kenosha, Wis., in 
violation of the Mann act. was re- 
leased today after having completed 
his sentence. 

Darnell resigned his charge at 
Kenosha Jan. 12, 1915, after his mar- 
riage with Miss Daris Vaughn of Chi- 
cago. Previous to this time he had 
lived in Kenosha with Miss Soper 
whom he introduced as his wife. 2 

During an investigation Miss So- 
per’s parents declared Darnell had 
married their daughter in October, 
1913. Darnell admitted only a ‘‘com- 
mon law’ ’marriage with Miss Soper. 
During the investigation a first wife, 
Ethel Spurgeon Darnell of Abing- 
don, IIL, was found who had been 
legally married to the minister, but 
had had the marriage annulled. 

The second wife, Doris Vaughn 
Darnell, then obtained a divorce and 
Darnell on Feb. 15, 1915, married 
Miss Soper. He was arrested the fol- 
lowing day. 


5000 MINERS STRIKE WHEN 
TROOPS BREAK UP PARADE 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Sept. 10.— 
Five thousand coal miners, represent- 
ing 17 mines in the Springfield dis- 
trict, refused to go to work this 
morning because of the action of mil- 
itary authorities here yesterday in 
breaking up a parade of labor union- 
ists intended as a demonstration in 
support of the strike of street car 
operatives. 

The miners declare their constitu- 
tional rights of assemblage and free 
speech were denied by armed troops. 
The strike resulted from an under- 
standing among coal diggers them- 
selves and was not authorized by 
miners’ locals. 

In yesterday's clash between the 
State troops and unionists, two men 
were slightly wounded by a shot fired 
from an army pistol and several >th- 
ers were bruised and cut. 

The mine shut-down today is vir- 
tually complete, operators say.

FROM SWEDEN 


Argentina Legation’s Acts Reflect 
Mentality of Section of Aris- 
tocracy, Chronicle Says. 


LONDON, Sept. 10.—All the Lon- 
don papers in their editorials sim- 
{larly denounce in unmeasured lan- 
guage Germany’s action as revealed 
in the Swedish disclosures. 

The Daily News, under the cap- 
tion of “The Latest Perfidy,” says: 
“It is impossible to foresee what ef- 
fect the astonishing revelations will 
have on the general course of the 
war. If further evidence were need- 
ed of the cynical brutality with 
which Germany fights, it is surely 
here. Among the ruftians to whom 
the German public service appears to 
afford refuge in such numbers, 
Count Luxburg (German Charge’ Af- 
fairs in Argentina) is entitied to a 
very prominent place.” 

The Daily News thinks it is scare- 
ly credible that Argentine pub- 
lic opinion, even if the Argentine 
Government were willing, will tsl- 
erate continuance of friendly rela- 
tions with Germany. 

The Daily Chronicle says: ‘““‘Though 
only three of these messages have 
been dragged to light, it is perfect.y 
clear from their contents that they 
form part of an extensive and ha- 
bitual correspondence, which is spe- 
cially concerned with apprising the 
German authorities on ship sailings 
in order that their submarines might 
sink them. The peculiar enormity 
of the wrong committed by these 
high Swedish officials speaks for 
itself, but we must hesitate to be- 
lieve that it had any indorsement 
from the Swedish Government. it 
reflects rather the mentality of the 
section of the Swedish aristocracy 
and officiat class which gets :ts 
training and ideas in Germany and is 
the most Germanophile class outside 
the Fatherland.” 

Disavowal Is Expected. 

Declaring that the allies expect the 
Swedish Government, without delay, 
to disown and punish the guilty of- 
ficials, the Chronicle adds: 

“The Swedish people are now in 
the throes of a general election and 
have it in their own hands to decide 
by what sort of a Cabinet they wish 
to be governed and what policy they 
desire to pursue.’ 

The Chronicle pays a compliment 
to “the extraordinary brilliant per-* 
formance of the American intelli- 
gence service.”’

of the Swedish nation.”’ 
Gross Breach of Neutrality. 

The Times declares that the Swed- 
ish disclosure on its face is a gross 
breach of the elementary obligation 
of neutrality and adds: ‘The Offense 
is. more grave because Sweden has 
been warned both in London and 
Stockholm that it had been detected.” 

The Times says that President 
Wilson has told how Germany dared 
tc supply a policy of intrigue toward 
the United States during her neu- 
trality, and mentions how a num- 
ber of the Swiss National Council 
and a Swiss Minister were mobilized 
to make a German peace offer t» 
Russia and how later high explosives 
specially prepared to destroy ships 
were discovered in the baggage of 
Baron von Rantenfelds in Christi- 
ania. 

“The key of the whole system,” 
says the Times, “is found in the Ger- 
man Emperor’s personal messages to 
the Czar in 1904 and 1905, particu- 
larly in the message which describes 
his plan to seize and occupy Den- 
mark in the event of war.”’ 

In conclusion, the Times declares 
that “‘neither the allies nor the Swed- 
ish people can remain indifferent to 
the latest example.” 

“The conduct of the Swedish Min- 
isters in this case is unpardonable,” 
declares the Post. “We do not know 
what the Swedish people think of 
this conduct, which is as irreconcila- 
ble with honor and good faith as it ie 
with neutrality. It can only be hoped 
that out of respect the Swedish peo- 
ple will repudiate and condemn the 
acts of the men who so discredited

LONDON, 10.—Crowds of 
curious women and others clamored 
for admittance Old Bailey this 


morning when the trial of Lieut. 
Douglas Malcolm for the murder of 
Anton Baumberg, a pseudo count, 
began. The case, which has been 
characterized as “a dream of pas- 
sion,” is the first here in which the 
“unwritten law” is expected to be the 
sole defense and is the most sensa 
tional in London in many years. 

A Coroner’s jury returned a ver- 
dict of “justifiable homicide” after 
hearing Lieut. Maleolm’s plea that 
he killed Baumberg “in defense of 
his wife’s honor.”

Cruelty to Animals. 

Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
\Il_ saw lying alongside the car 
Iverview Gardens this side the 

‘Rain of Rocks, a horse, the owner of 
which should be prosecuted to the fullest 
extent of the law. 

It lay in the broiling sun unable to even 
hift its head. This was at 4 p. m. It had 
been seen by others before noon. How 
much longer it had lain there I do not 
know. It was nothing but skin and bones, 
old and wornout, turned out to die after 
vears of abuse and hard labor. It had two 
great sores on its hip and another nearly 
as bad on the shoulder. Swarms of flies 
and gnats tormented it. What sort of a 
man could it be that would let a horse 
get in that condition and then let it die a 
herrible lingering death? 

The Humane Society should note when 
nnimals are being worked in ar’ unfit con- 
dition, and not wait until it drops dead in 
its tracks. From many years’ observation, 
I think St. Louis has the finest set of 
policemen of any city this size. In this 
case they promised to investigate. In other 
cases they have been more remiss. They 
are not to be blamed for this. They have 
to work for their living and when there 
is no board non public opinion to back 
them they do not care to take chances. It 
seems as though there were an undue 
amount of red tape. There must be the 
owners’ consent and the appraisal of value, 
etce., while an animal lies hungry and 
thirsty and often fearfully wounded while 
its disposal is being discussed. Policemen 
are neither infants or imbeciles and I 
should think their judgment in such mat- 
ters should be trusted. If they don’t know 
swhat constitutes cruelty to the poultry and 
horses of St. Louls, the board might inform 
them in advance—fire them if they didn't 
do their duty and statid by them when they 
did. 

If people would only put themselves in 
the animals’ place and experience in their 
own person all the sores and pain and 
thirst and wounds and heartache that ani- 
mals undergo they would each at once be- 
come a humane society of one and such 
things would cease.

DUDLEY MALONE’S SACRIFICE. 

Dudley F. Malone specifies as reasons for his 
resignation as Collector of Customs at New York, 
the President’s failure to recommend a Federal 
suffrage amendment and the treatment accorded 
the women pickets at the White House. 

Another viewpoint than Mr. Malone’s would 
recognize that greater progress has been made in 
this appealing reform since Mr. Wilson’s inaugu- 
ration than during any former administration. 

The year when every political party in Amert- 
ca pledged itself to votes for women certainly 
marked a culminating point in the movement and 
foreshadowed its early prevalence. 

Another viewpoint than Mr. Malone’s would 
also admit the force of reasons which urge @ 
continuance along the lines that have given suc- 


>| cess in the past and justify a hope that the Fed- 


eral amendment idea will not prevail, at least 
for the present. 

To resign for the causes professed seems 
whimsical under the circumstances, but that was 
a matter for Mr. Malone's judgment. If he felt 
that he had reached a point where he was out of 


‘| sympathy with the administration and could no 
|longer co-operate with it as a collector of the 


revenues, he ought to get out. Certainly no 


fault can be found with his letter. 

He addresses the President in affectionate 
terms, speaks of his “extraordinary and brilliant 
leadership” and makes some points that ought 
to add impetus to the general suffrage move- 
ment. If we have been impatient with the zeal- 
ous women at Washington who have persisted 
in thrusting their particular cause on us in the 
stress of war, perhaps our irritation should be 
tempered by one suggestion Mr. Malone makes: 

If the men of this country had been peace- 
ably demanding for over half a century the 
political right or privilege to vote and had 
been continuously ignored or met with evasion 
by successive Congresses, as have the women, _ 
you, Mr. President, as lover of liberty, would 
be the first to comprehend and forgive their 
inevitable tmpatience and righteous indigna- 
tion. 

In getting out and in getting out in the way he 
did Mr. Malone has set an excellent example to 
others who are out of sympathy with the admin- 
istration on questions of more immediate im- 
portunity. 

As the first man in our history to sacrifice a 
conspicuous and not unimportant office on ac- 
count of woman suffrage, he is entitled to be 
held in particular gratitude by the women of 


America. 


THINKING IT OVER IN ‘IN GERMANY. 

The view of the President’s peace note taken by 
the Potsdam-controlled press of Germany is not 
the only view to which the German people are 
receptive. The Berlin Vorwaerts elaborates its 
former position on the note in phrases that are 
decidedly interesting: 

In reality the Wilson note contains nothing 
that is unacceptable to us. It imposes but 
one condition and that an extremely accep- 
table one. As America cannot conquer us 
and as we have little chance to enter Wash- 
ington, this carnage is senseless and absurd. 
When it is proposed to end it by reforms 
which the German people have demanded for 
vears, the proposition deserves to be wel- 
comed. 


That this is the secret, eyen if unavowed, view 
of the great majority of the cowed Socialists in 
Germany may be safely assumed. Of how many 
others does it represent the view? 

Of course, merely to admit that the President’s 
condition is acceptable will never get the German 
people anywhere. They will have to force its ac- 
ceptance. Potsdam will never accept. It is 
prepared to fight to the last. Pomeranian grena- 
dier before accepting it.

A WAR FOR EVERYBODY. 

War, in the days of the hauberked knight and 
belted earl, was purely an affair for fighting men, 
with perhaps a few noncombatant horse tenders 
and spear sharpeners on the side-lines. How 
vastly different today! 

Now the conflict calls not ‘only the soldier 
from his barracks but the chiropodist from his 
tiny office, the cabaret dancer from the sawdust 
floor and imitation palm trees, the alienist from 
‘his consulting room and the analytical chemist 
from his laboratory. 

It is not that these men have been drafted in- 
to the national army; they have been summoned 
to méet special needs of the army in the field. 
Scientific students of war have determined that 
corns, bunions and callouses impair the efficiency 
of a marching arfhy to such.an extent as to im- 
peril the success of a great undertaking. Thus 
the call for the chiropodist. 

Other men, wise in the ways of wars, have dis- 
covered that with constant work and no play 
Sammy becomes a dull boy afd)loses a great deal 
of that enthusiasm that is so necessary for a 
dashing charge.

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Germany’s idea of a durable peace is probably 
one that is unendurable to the rest of the world. 
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MAYOR MOLLMAN’S INDICTMENT. 

The indictment of Mayor Moliman by the 
grand jury which investigated the East St. Louis 
riots is a stern reminder to officials that the duty 
to preserve the peace is not to be evaded in times 
of public excitement. | 

It is not charged that the Mayor had any 
participation in the disorders that disgraced his 
town. So far as is known he is credited with no 
utterances interpreted as inciting to or condon- 
ing the disturbance. The accusation to which he 
must answer at the bar is that, invested with 
responsibility for law enforcement and with the 
authority to protect the residents of the city, he 
ignored his responsibility and failed to use his 
powers for the suppression of the trouble. 

There is no doubt that energetic, capable action 
by the authorities of East St. Louis would. have 
minimized, perhaps prevented, the riots. Why 
should*they not be held to a serious accounting 
with the law for the hundred lives and hundreds 
of thousands of dollars’ worth of property lost in 
part through their own remissness? 

An interesting indictment is that of the Mayor’s 
secretary for preventing photographs from being 
taken while the riots were in progress. To smash 
cameras and assault newspaper and other pho- 
tographers has become a frequent practice in time 
of public agitation. The serious charge against 
the secretary for following this practice is that 
he destroyed evidence of the commission of grave 
crimes or at least prevented such evidence from 
being preserved. 

Thé@ grand jury ended as it began its work, with 
a determined and highminded purpose to vindi- 
cate the law and remove from the community the 
reproach of shocking occurrences that have been 
everywhere condemned. 
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MORE GERMAN EFFIOIENOY. 

The Count Luxburg messages prove once more 
that, in matters of international policy, Berlin 
is an arrant blunderer. The letters are amusing 
as well as enlightening. 

It will now be the turn of the former Argentine 
Foreign Minister to ask, “Who's an ass?” Lux- 
burg is made supremely mdiculous by the ex- 
posure of his messages, while the Minister is 
vindicated. 

The Luxburg policy, which he advised Berlin 
to follow at the critical moment when Argentine’s 
friendship was of the greatest importance to 
Germany—to sink Argentina’s little merchant 
ships without leaving a tell-tale trace above the 
waves—was the silliest sort of statesmanship, 
if one can so designate advice such as a gang 
of murderers might adopt when they whisper 


among themselves that “dead men tell no tales.” |

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BRUTALITY AND BEER. 

The prohibitionists are making much of a re- 
cent article by Prof. Reginald Daly of Harvard, 
in which he charges German official brutality to 
beer drinking. He says that the crimes com- 
mitted by the German ruling classes, in the war, 
can only be explained by the fact that tney have 
for decades béeft poisoned by beer. He adds it is 
the alcohol in the beer that does the mischief, 
so that this indictment ought to lie equally 
against the alcoholic liquors used by other na- 


tions who consume as much alcohol per capita | 


as do the Germans. 

That beer does not poison all German minds, 
making them brutal, is evident from what we 
have read of German soldiers weeping at the 
sight of the horrors brought about by the obedi- 
ence of their troops to the commands of their 
officers in the days of the Belgian invasion. And 
quite a number of submarine commanders have 
acted as humanely as the circumstances would 
permit, in the sinking of merchant ships. A 
majority fn the German nation are as normally 
humane as the people of other countries. 

The leaders and soldiers in the Allies’ armies 
have not manifested the brutality shown by 
the Germans, and the American leaders and sol- 
diers will certainly not exhibit such brutality 
This suggests the question whether, instead of 
the German beer drinking being the cause of 
the German brutality, it ‘may not be the other 
way about. May it not be that the brutal trend 
of mind in some Germans induces them to 
become beer sots and to feed their babies beer 
instead of milk, as Prof. Daly says they do? 

Grant, Washington, Jackson, Jefferson and 
many other men who were both great and hu- 
mane have been drinkers. Why did they not ex- 
hibit the brutality of the Prussian leaders? Was 
it because no amount of beer could. make them 


brutal, and no lack of beer could humanize the 


men who, among other things, ordered the mur- 
der of the women and babies on the Lusitania, 
in Belgium, Servia and Armenia?

MR. ANTWINE ON DUNDERHEADS. 


6¢ OME distinction should be attempted in the 

S country at this time between copperheads and 

dunderheads,’’ Mr. Antwine said. ‘‘We 

have both, and for the purpose of putting each in 

its proper classification I am going to see what I 
can do with it. 

‘‘We are at present calling all those copperheads 
who are not altogether with us. This includes with 
those frankly against us all those occupying some 
middle ground between loyalty and disloyalty. The 
most of-the latter are not, really copperheads at all. 
They are dunderheads. Théy are unable to see that 
at such a time there is no middle ground, and that 
one not wholly with us is in effect, against us. 

‘‘This is the case, I think, with some of our United 
States Senators. They are not actually pro-German, 
but lack the gumption to see that they just as well 
would be. This is dunderheadedness, a quality ex- 
tremely dangerous in responsible place when the 
country is at war. It is, indeed, even more dangerous 
than copperheadedness for being tolerated longer. 

‘‘A copperhead, then, is one who is against the 
country, while a dunderhead is one, who cannot see 
what the country itself sees clearly enough—that 
Prussianism must be put down if the world is to have 
any measure of peace. Unfortunately, the result is 
the same, though a dunderhead can’t see it. If he 
could, he would not be a dunderhead. A copperhead 
is anything but a dunderhead. He is against the 
country, and wants it to fail of the objective for 
which it is fighting. He sees very clearly what the 
country sees, and doesn’t want it. 

‘*Both Stone and La Follette are perfect examples 
of the dunderhead. Neither is out and out for the 
Kaiser, but both are unable to see what the country 
itself sees very plainly. The result is seen in Charles 
Edward Russell's declaration a few days ago that 
Riga was taken by United States Senators. Of course, 
meither of these men sees that. If they could, they 
wouldn't be dunderheads. Mr. Reed is another dun- 
derhead. He can’t see what the rest of the country 
secs to be expedient in the matter of food, and he 
fights just as hard as the Kaiser would fight if he had

Cooking Hints | 


' 


HE combination of sweet apples 
Fe and quinces makes a delicious 
preserve. Add slices of lemon 

for an excellent flavor. Orange mar- 
malade is materially improved by 
the addition of a few mandarins. 
Raisins should be cooked with goose- 


berries to get a good conserve. 

For a hot day luncheon try a cold 
lamb salad. Cut cold roast lamb 
into small cubes and pile in center of 
dish. Surround with cubes of mint 
jelly. 

You can remove jelly from molds 
without breaking it if you place the 
pan of jelly into warm (not hot) 
water that reaches to the top of the 
mold and let it stand 30 seconds. 
Lift out, wipe mold, place the serv- 
ing dish over top, turn mold while 
holding dish over jelly. Shake slight- 
ly sideways, then let it rest a mo- 
ment before lifting mold from jelly. 

Keep tripe in cold water or it will 
become dry before cooking. Fish 
should not be allowed to remain in 
cold water merely wash it and wipe 
dry. 

Steam odors can be prevented by 
placing a small bit of charcoal into 
the saucepan while boiling vegeta- 
When cooking cabbage 
add a piece of stale rye bread to ab- 
sorb the unpleasant odor. 

Green vegetables will cook mor» 
quickly if pinch of baking soda is 
added to the boilig water. - 

Next time you bake a citron cake 
place the citron’ into oven until 
slightly warm throughout. It wi!'l 
slicegeasily and not he sticky. 

In warm weather corned beef 
and ham are apt to be overalted. 
Place the meat into cold water and 
when fairly hot pour off this water 
and put cold water over the meat to 
finish the boiling. 

To test flour press it tightly in the 
palm of the hand. If it {s good it 
will remain in shape and show the 
imprint of the lines in the palm. 

Cereals that require long cooking 
can be soaked overnight and will 
need only 15 minutes’ cooking in 
the morning. This removes a strong 
objection to the cooked breakfast 
cereal. 

To prevent cabbage from boiling 
over put a piece of dripping the size 
of a walnut into the saucepan. Peel 
a little potato and put it into the 
pan when frying in deep lard to pre- 
vent its boiling over. a

Any good shampoo 
naturally gives the scalp a certain 
amount of stimulation and irritation, 
otherwise it could not be made 
clean. 

Every woman should own a bath 
spray. It is a good investment, cheap 
and is the ONLY way to get the soap 
from long halir. 

First brush the hair free from dust 
and tangles and then wet it with a 
strong flow of very warm water, 
shaking at the forehead to get it 
wet all the way through to the scalp. 
Then pour on some of the warm 
melted soap shampoo and work the 
fingers thrd the hair to the scalp, 
using extra pressure at the top of 
the head, over the ears and at the 
nape of the neck. Do not use the 
nails and irritate the scalp. This 
is not necessary. Then wash the 
ends of the hair with clean soapsuds 
and follow this with a strong spray 
of hot water to remove the soiled 
soap. 

Next pour some clean shampoo 
mixture on the hair and proceed as 
above. Follow this with~a clear 
spray of hot water for at least five 
minutes, shaking the hair mean- 
while. Then spray with cold water 
and dry with a smooth hand towel.
